The Preliminary Amendment filed 21 January 2005 is acknowledged. Claims 1-31 are currently

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-15 and 28, drawn to methods of performing high- throughput analyses. 

Group II, claim(s) 16-27 and 29-31, drawn to devices having biochip arrangements on a carrier. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I and II appears to be a device comprising 
biochips with a multiplicity of spots, a movable carrier having the biochips arranged thereon, means for 
supplying a liquid to the spots , and means for analyzing the liquid. 

However, Chateau teaches a device comprising a movable carrier in the form of a tape having 
deposits of serum containing antibodies or antigens placed thereon (Abstract). Each deposit is 
interpreted as a biochip, and each immobilized molecule withing the serum is interpreted as a spot. 
Chateau also teaches liquid depositing means; namely, station 28 of Figure 2 deposits enzymes on the 
biochip (column 6, lines 2-26). Chateau teaches detection means for analyzing the deposited liquid in the

form of result reading station of figure 2 (column 7, lines 20-30). Chateau also teaches the depositing and 
recording of information at each of the different areas simultaneously (column 2, lines 57-66). 

The special technical feature of Group I is considered to be methods of performing high- 
throughput analyses. 

The special technical feature of Group II is considered to be devices having biochip arrangements 
on a flat material. 

Accordingly, Groups I and II are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical 
feature so as to form a single general inventive concept. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an election 
of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) 
identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
